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dGARETTE PACKETB 



Thf8 invenUon relates to a cigarette packet of box shape and of ihe lype having 
a hoWer for doamttaa with a iM hlngad thereto and normally doeed and for opening to 
I9veaf the top of the hoWer end any dflarettes held therdn. An Inherent problem for 
10 dgarette smokers i& having means to Bght a dgaroilB when Ihe desire la present 
caused by tofsetUng to lift a packet of malehes or a Ijghter slmultanaoualy with the 
paokfit of oigar«t(^, or the matches ronnlng oirt or the fUel In the lighter running done. 
An otiject of Ihe present Invention is to obvfaate or mitisata the prot}lem. 
ft Is known to have a book of 'aafaV matohes In wMoh one or more ptales of 
15 matctos are provided. The ydatss sm each formed from sheet matsrtal, such as 

caitiboanl. with a series of parallel cuts to fomi IndlvUiual matohes which are rooted to ^ 
a crosfr-band at one end and have a hardened Inflammable aubstanoe at the opposite r 
end or head, such substance only being Ignteble on striking against a striker pad \ 
(herelnaftBr refened to as a •plate of matches of the type stated"). The substance 
20 fcrms a bulbous head. The plates are encased In a cover, the bottom of which overlies 
the cross-band on the lionl of ihe plate(aX ««h the remainder extondlns up the back of 
the pletets) to be folded over the top or heads of the matches and dipped In behind the 
bottom of the cover. A striker pad Is provided on the cover across the front or the bade 
efthebottotn ofthebook. A match to be Ignited Is torn from the cwas-band and Ignited 
25 by striking Ihe head against the Striker pad. 

Accordingly, a fir^t aspect of the presentfriventfen fs a plate of matches of the 
type stated for use whh a dgaratte packet of the type stated, the heads of the matohes 
hsvins a thin coaling of hardened Inflammable eubstenee, there being two striker pads 
provided in a manner that they can be opposed whereby the head of a match, torn from 
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the plate. i» iocatabid between ttie pads and with the patfe hald together, the match can 
be pulled outwardly to Ignite the substance. 

Preferably, the plate fits fnaide the holder at the back of the packaging for the 
cdgarsBes. 

S Preferably, atao ttie striker pada are parallely spaced apart on an extensiwi of 

the platSt thara being a fold tebmeh the pads. 

j^KnrelirHAr. a second aspect of the present inventon Is a dgarette packet of 
the type staled and a plate of matctfiea of the type stetad. the heads of thft matches 
having a thin coating of hardened inflammable substance, there l»ing two stiflwr pads 
10 piDvlded In a manner that they can be opposed and hddtegftlherMrheraby the head of 
a mats^, torn ftom the plats, is locafabia between the pads and wHh Itie pada hebJ 
together, lhe ntatch Is pulled outwardly to l&n\Ut the eubatanoe. 

Preferab^, the plate to eecursd to overlie one face of the holder and one strike 
pad Is praivkted on the holder. 
IS Embodiments of the present Invention will now be descr&ed, by way of 

example, with rafbrence to tfw aeoompanying d^ammafio drawingCa), in whidc- 

Rg. 1 is a perspective view of the cigarette packet, when dosed, according to 
a first embodiment of the praaenl bwantten. the vidwr showing a plate secured to a bade 
of the holder of the packet wHh a cross-band a<j|]acant to a hinge between a holder and 
20 a (Id and the match heads at the bottom of the back, and two strikar pada. a tiral 
provteied on the Dd and a second on the holder on eadi side of the hinge; 

Rg. 2 is a perapeetlvtt >4ew of the dgarette packet shownln Fig. 1 opened 
with ttie ild and first atiilcsr pad overlying the hoMer and second atriko' pad« a match 
being shown having Ignited by being pufled firom batw^n thie opposed striker pads 

25 virhan held together; 

Rg. 3 la a perspetdlva >Aaw of the dgarette padcet according to a second 
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embodlmftnt. fha tfl«w showing a plate 6&eaired to a front of the Md&t wHh a cross- 
band atgacant to the hir^e, the plate having a flap hinged to the <»ffis-band wltti a flrat 
filrlkftr plat* being provided on the Inatde feoft of the oress-band wHh a second striker 
pad being provided on the ftont oFthe holder at a position to be opposed to the first 
5 atrikerpad when Aft plate lies against thtii holder; 

Fig. 4 Is a petspadive view of the dgaretiB padcet ae shovm In Rg. 3, wHh the 
plate of matches held down with the two striker pads held together and a maloh being 
shown having Isnttsd by being pulled out finom between the opposed striker pads; 
Rg. 5 is a penpecHve view of. the dgarfttte packet according to a modified 
10 88«md embodiment In which the plats of matches has Its flap secured to the back of 
the holder wHh similarly positioned striker pads; .. 

Rg. 8 is a perspective view of the dgarette packet ae shown In l=lg. 5 witti the 
plate of matches held down witii the two striker pads held together and a match being 
ehown having Ignited by being pulled out from beMveen the opposed etrlker pads: . 
15 Rg. 7 a perspeoflve >»ew of flie <^r^ packet according to a 9^rd 

embodiment, the view lowing the ptote of matches secured to tie side of a hdder,, . 
and hinged ^r ^e plats to overlie the front of the hdder. a panel b^ng provided at ttie 
skie of Ihe matches near the bottom of the holder, the panel iwing eeparats from the 
matches end dmliariy hinged to the hdder. a fir^t striker i^ad bdng proved on the 
20 reverse of the panel with the seisond etrlker pad being prodded at the bottom of ihe 

front face of the hdden 

1^. 8 Is {m-epec^ view the dgaretts packet shown in Rg. 7 with the panel 

being heM down agelnst the hokler and a match being shown hoving.fgnilad by being 
pulled out fiom between the opF»8ed striter pads; 
25 Rg. 9 is a psrspeeUve view of the o^rstte padcet according to a fourtti 
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embodiment in whldi the etriicer pads are pravldAd at ^ lnt«feoe batween 1t» Irolder 
and ftm fid a$ $li<iwri; 

Rg. 10 IB a parepective view tiia cigaratta paclcet aliown in Rg. 4 witfi the holder 
and the lid ttaid shut and a match balr^ ahovm havhg Ignited by being pitied out from 
5 between the opposed strlitor pads; 

Rg. 11 id a pef$pe6tive view of the dgatBtte padust according to a fifth and 
efmpilfed embodiment in which the piala of tha matches is located insida the hoidar to 
the book of MaiTiai psdoging fiarihe dgarettes; and- 

Fig. 12ieaperspacllvevlewof1ha(^rettapadkatshown inFtg. 11 with the 
10 . plate shown above the cigarette padtaging. 

Referring to F^a. 1 to 10 ofiha drawings, a etganette padratof the type atated 
ia provided to one fw» oFthe holder 10 of which a plate 14 of matches 1B off the type 
stated le eecured. The heads 24 of ttia matches 16 have a thin ooaQng of hardened 
inflammable substance, the coating b^ng printed thereon. Two striker pads 18, 20 
IS are provided on the paotcet in a mannar that Ih^ can be opposed and held together 
vrfwraby the head 24 ofiha iradch 16, toriilhmittieoRsa-band 22 of the plate 14, can 
be locatBd betwveen me pads 18, 20 and with the pads 16, 20 held together, the matdt 
16 c^ be puDed outwardly to atrlfca it and Ignite the BLd>8tanee. 

Oiffenent embodiments of the eigarefte packet will be described herebelow in 
20 which like parts ^1 be rsfsnred to by like numerals. 

In a first embodiment as shown In Rgs. 1 and 2, 9)9 dgaratto packet had the 
plate 14 secured to a bask of the holder 10 of the packet with the cross-band 22 
ac^cant to a hinge between the telder 10 and a ild 12 and the match h^s 24 at the 
bottom of the back. The two striker pads are provided the first 18 on the Iki 12 and the 
25 seoorid 20 on ttra holder 10 on each side of the hinge. In use, the cigarette packet is 
opened with the lid 12 and first striker pad 18 overlying the holder 10 and second 
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8lriter pad 20. A match 16 ie torn from the dross-band 22 and ignHsd lay baSng placed 
beiwasrt tha two pads 18, 20 and pullad from betwaen the oppoaad striker pads whan 

being held together; 

Irk a saeond ambodlmant aa ahown bi Figs. 3 and 4, the c^ratta packet has a 

5 plate 14 secured to a front of the hoWer 10 with a cross-band 22 atiUaoent to ttw hinga. 
The Plata 14 has a flap 26 hinged to the cross-band 22 wHh a first striker plate 1 8 being 
provided on the InsMa liaoe of the oroaa-band 22 with a second sfaikar pad 20 being 
provWad on the front of the hoWar 10 at a poaWon to ba opposed to lha first atriker pad 
18 when the plate 14 lies a^lnst the holder 10. In use. wth the plate 14 of matches 

10 16 held down with the two striker pada 18, 20 held togefiier, a match 16 having been 
torn from the cross-band 22 la IgnRftd by bedng pulled out from between Via opposed 
atrikarpads: * 

in a modified second embodiment as shown in Rgs. 5 and 6, the plata 14 of 
maiehea 16 has its .flap 26 secured to the back of the holder 10 with similarly positi^tned 

15 striker pada 1 8, 20. With the plata 1 4 of matdias 16 held down \flrith 6ie two strlkerv 
pada 18, 20 held togather, a malsch 16 is Ignited by being kxatad batwaan and puiiad 
out from between the opposed striker pads. 

in a thM embodiment as shown In Rgs, 7 and 8. the eigarstta packet has its 
the plate 14 of matches 16 secured to 61a aWe of a hokJar 10, and hinged for tha plate 

20 14 to overiia the front of the holder 10. Apanel^^iaprovkiadatthaiddeofthaplata 
14 near the bottom of the holder 10. Tha panel 26 is separate from the matdies'lS and 
is almilarly hinged to the holder 10. A first atriker pad 18 is provided on the rwrs© of 
the panel 28 with the saoond atriker pad 20 being provided at the bottom of .the front 
f^ce of the holder 10. In use, with the panel 28 being held down against tha holder 10, 

25 a match is Ignited by being pulled out from between the opposed striker pads 1 8, 20.

In 9 fourth emiMdIment as shown In Pigs. 9 and 10, Ihd striker pads 16> 20 are 
provided at the inteffecft b&bAr^n the holder 10 and tiia lid 12. in use, with the holder 
10 and the lid 12 held shut» a match 16 Is Ignitsd by bsing pulled out from batyveen the 
opposed Btiflcer pacte 18, 20. 

5 In a fifth and simplifled embodiment as shown In Rgs. 1 1 and 12, the pteite 1 4 of 

the matches 16, separate from the holder 10 of the pacd^et, Is located inside the holder 
10 to tho back of the Internal packaglr^ 32 for the c!garatt«». Tha intamal packa^ng 
nomnally Is folted paper wrapped around the cigarettes, a flnont portion being removable 
on opening the packet for aooess to the cigaretbes. Pig. 1 2 ehowra the plate 14 above 

10 the dgarette packaging 32. The plate 14 in this embodiment has a hinged flap 26 
which Ir^e ttie packet overHes the padcaging as shown in Fig. 1 1 » striker pad 18 
being on the Inside &oe of the oroes-band 22 and striker pad 20 being provided on the ^ 
inside fsce of the fl^ 26. Ae in previous embodiments, tfie pads 16, 20 are brought 
together with the head of a match therebetween and pulled out to be ignited. 

15 if dmiredi the ptets In alt embodiments oan be of the same material as the card 

fDmiIng the packet, can be coloured and printed or foiled and printed to match the 
appearance of the dgarette packet 

Vartattons and mocGfications can be made without departing from the scope of 
the Invention described above. 
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
